strategic Importance

„ Behind the public inquiry 
into Ministry of Defence plans 
to modernte the Royal Air 
Force base at Stornoway lies 
a larger issue of Nato defence 
strategy. 

The inquiry has been called

Brain death criteria 
critic withdraws 
claim made on TV

The doctor who. claimed that 
two patients who fulfilled the 
British criteria [or diagnosing 
hrain death had in Fact survived 
unreservedly withdrew the alle- 
gation yesterday. . 

The retraction by Dr Ronald 
Taul, conslltant neurophysiolo- 
gist at Walşgrave Hoşpital, 
Caventry, of the claim he made 
in the second of two BBC tele- 
vision programmes ‘about brain 
death, appears in a Jetter to be 
published in The Lancet this 
week. 

‘Jt came as the two consul- 
tant neurosurgeons directly in 
volved in the cases revealed in 
ar igtervicw with The Times 
that neither patient fulfilled the 
cuiteria and that neither was 
diagnosed as brain-stem dead. 

Bnth patients had eye re. 
flexes, which have to be absent 
before brain-stem death can be 
established. 7 

Mr Michael Briggs, consul- 
tant neurosurgeon at the Rad- 
cliffe Infirmary, Oxford, said 
urat in the case of one patient 
he had written “Not brain 
dead " on the patient's notes. 

Mr Wiliam Whatmore, con- 
sultant neurosurgeoc in the 
Coventry area, who saw both 
patients, said that in the case 
nf the other patient “ at no time 
was he considered brain dead 
and the tests were never form- 
ally applied ”. ۴ 

Both neurosurgeons said they 
had no idea from where Dr Paul 
had originally got his informa» 
tion. 

Dr Paul said vesterday he 
had made an honest mistake. “I 
misinterpreted some data [I was 
given honestly and I took it at 
face value without double 
checking ir as 1 sbould have 
done. I unreservedly withdraw 
the statement I made on televi- 
sion. 

“This new evidence has coua- 
vinced me conıpletelv, and J am 
sorry I even said what I did.” 

Dr Paul emohasized that his 
view remained unchanged that 
cven if brain-stem death was 
proven satisfactorily, he would 
not say that was the point of 
total brain death. “ Other tests 
are needed such as an elecrro- 
cucephalogram (eg or an 
angiogram (a test of blood cir- 
cularion in the brain).” 

Dr Paul's withdrawal was 
welcomed by Professor Gordon 
Robson. secretary of the confer= 
enca of medical royal colleges 
which drew up the criteria for 
the diagnosis of brain-stem 
Ceath.

In fact, in the morning a cere- 
bral hload flow test was carried 
gut which iudfcated that no hlond 
was circulating in the brain. 
Several @dectro-eqcephalograrm 
tests ‘were made during the day, 
all ‘with . hegative results. 1

encephalogram test was made in 
tbe. morning, another in the everl- 
ing, both were negative.

and honourably. His first true 
opera, a work iu three acts. had 
its premiere on Sunday at the 
operagoer’s Mecca, La Scalia in 
Milan. Hostages were not given 
to this great act of fortune : 
the work is totally typical, orig- 
mal in every respect. 

Stockhausen, like many of 
his vanguard contemporaries, 
dallied for a while with music- 
theatre, the specracular concert- 
piece whose music involves per- 
formers moving round the plat* 
form or atvditorium. His 
colleague in Cologue, the high’ 
spirited Mauricio Kagel, must 
have stimulated him in that 
direction, though Srockhausen's 
identity as a composer is muck 
more serious, visionary in Pur- 
pose, his ultimate ambition to 
compose music for inter-galac- 
tic performance, no less. 

He has made a fresh start by 
determining to compose a cycle 
of seren operas. one for each 
day of the week: the whole iS 
entitled Licht (“Light ™. 
Donnerstag \“ Thursday *™}, the 
first of them to reach comple 
tion, is the day of Thor for us 
(for Irafaus, it is name after 

ove, and for Stockhausen it 

elongs to St Michael the 
archangel who got rid of Chaos 
and Old, Nighr in their 
Draconian guise and who is the 
hero of Donnerstug. 

Stockhausen imagines 
archangel descending zo 2 
like Jesus in order to live as a 
rerrestria] man, graw up, teach 
and suffer.

Heres a frighrfully good 
wheeze, reported by ElgY 
Gillespie in The Sunday Times. 
The Irish Prime Minister, Mr

embraces playwrights,. uovelists, 
seulptors, painters, composers, 
screen printers, photographers, 
bards and poets) are to be put 
on the state .payroll ar 4,000 
‘iimrmay-o’gobliis a year ‘each. 
The jimmy-o'goblinş in question 
are Irisk.ones, it is true (and 
should therefore perhaps more 
appropriately be called jimmy- 
o’leprechauns), and the pont is 
at present at a discount ; all tha 
same, considering thar the 
recipieats don't actually have to 
do anything at all for rhe 
money, it should not be sneezed 
at, and I don’t suppose wili be, 
The first 150 free-loaders, inci- 
denrally, are to be selected by 
the Irish Arts Council, but after 
that they will select themselves. 
(I ber they will, Literally, I 
‘should’ think.) 

There is a good deal to be 
said about this caper, and in a 
moment T shall say it, First, 
however, I1 have, to ask a ques- 
tion, aad it is the only question 
that will be asked by anybody 
in: Ireland or elsewhere who 
can, by ‘any effort of the 
imagination, persuade himself 
that he is, or can give a decent 
imitation of, a creative artist : 
pleaşe, Sir, where do 1 apply to 
get my bread in the gravy ? 

For you must not suppose 
that you have to be Irish of the 
Trish ro qualify for this lovely 
shamrock-colnured Jolly. When 
ir comes to giving other people's 
money to conrmen the Irish 
Government is plainly as warm- 
hearted as Lambeth Council it 
self; foreiga chancers already 
living off the fat of ‘the Jand in 
the Republic under the scheme 
that allows “creative artists” 
to escape taxation’ there (a 
scheme presumably instituted 
because it was felr that such 
folk might add a bit of tone to 
the place) can Jeap aboard the 
bandwagon, as can those born 
jn’ ireland and living abroad, 
never mind afl those of Irish 
descent who can bear ta visit 
the old sod long enough to pick 
up their winnings ; indeed, Ll

It is only ir the last 30 ,vears 
that economic development has 
become a major goal for‘most 
of what were once known as 
the world's--backward regions 
and are today called the 
developing countries—or collec- 
tively, and more vaguely, the 
Third Wortd. There are more 
than 100 such counitriés, the 
vast majority of which did not 
exist as sovereign states at the 
end of the Second World War. 

Overall, these countries have 
made impressive strides «during 


the past three decades, but the 


experience has been far from 
uniform. The 40 or so poorest 
nations (those ' with national 
iacome per head of population 
of $360 or less in 1978) have, 
on average, grown more ‘slowly 
than the “middle income” 
Third World states (with 
incomes per head of berween 
$360 and $3,500). and the rich 
industrial natioas (with an 
average income per head ‘of 
$8,070 in 1978). 

As a consequence, the gap 
between the poorest and the 
richer nations has widened, 
both relatirelv and absolutely, 
contrary t0 the ‘Tew expresséd 
by Professor F. A. Hayek in an 
article in these columns last 
January.

Reports of violence ir the Syrian 
town of Hama over the past nine 
months are further evidence that 
the ' regime of President Hafez 
Assad is under consistent pres« 
sure from & widely based opposi- 
tion. movement. The regime has 


been trying for. over a year now . 


to track down and eliminate its 
enemies. It has ‘brought’ into 
being a range of security forces, 
some under the command of the 
President's brother, Colonel 
Rifaat Assad, and all ruthless in 
their, methods. They carry, out 
indiseriminate reprisals on a 
Îarge scale when .government 
afficials are assassinated. The 
incidents at Hama .have been 
echoed at Homs, in Aleppo and 
in Damascus itself, 

The failure of such methods to 
eradicate opposition is Jargely 
due to the organization and 
underground experience. of the 
Assad regime’s principal oppo- 


.nent,_the Muslim Brotherhood.
